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Births  Forty- tw^  babies  were  bom  in  the  County  and  a further  790 
were  registered  as  bom  outside  the  Area  to  mothers  resident  in  the  County, 
making  a total  of  852,  of  which  461  were  boys  and  371  girls. 

Eight  hundred  and  twenty-three  of  the  births  took  place  in  Stirling 
Royal  Infirmary. 

The  resultant  crude  birth  rate  per  1,000  estimated  population  was 
18,3  as  compared  with  18.3  for  1970. 

Premature  Births  Sixty-five  babies  were  bom  prematurely  during 
the  year.  Nine  of  these  babies  died  within  the  first  week  of  life. 

Stillbirths  Eleven  stillbirths  bom  to  residents  in  the  County,  of 
which  three  showed  serious  congenital  abnormalities,  six  died  in  utero 
because  of  severe  pregnancy  complications,  while  in  two,  the  cause  of 
death  was  unknown. 

Maternal  Mortality  There  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

Infant  Mortality  Eighteen  babies  (ll  male  and  7 female)  died  in 
the  first  year  of  life.  Of  these,  eleven  (7  male  and  4 female)  died  in 
the  first  four  weeks  of  life. 

Of  the  eighteen  deaths,  seven  died  within  the  first  24  hours  of  life. 
These  were  pre-term  babies  who  had  grave  respiratory  problems.  A further 
three  babies  died  within  the  first  week  of  life  as  a result  of  congenital 
abnormalities.  Of  the  remaining  eight  deaths  occurring  between  the  age 
of  one  week  and  one  year,  three  were  due  to  congenital  heart  disease,  one 
due  to  pneumonia,  one  due  to  multiple  congenital  abnormalities  and  three 
due  to  asphyxia  (aspitation  of  vomit).

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Deaths  Deaths  from  all  causes  corrected  for  transfers  numbered  466 
giving  a death  rate  adjusted  for  age  and  sex  distribution  of  10.8  per 
1,000  estimated  population. 

As  in  all  recent  years,  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation 
continued  to  be  the  chief  cause  of  death  and  were  responsible  for  40.34 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  and  43*56  per  cent  of  deaths  between  the 
ages  of  45  and  65  years. 

Cancer  remains  the  second  most  important  cause  of  death  in  both 
groups. 

Cerebral  Vascular  Disease  was  the  third  most  important  cause  of 
death  with  Respiratory  Disease  next. 

The  relative  importance  of  the  various  causes  of  death  is  shown 
below  as  a percentage  of  the  total  deaths  and  the  same  is  shown  for 
deaths  in  the  age  group  45  to  65  years.

Ischaemic  or  ’Coronary*  Heart  Disease  accounted  again  for  nearly  one- 
third  of  all  deaths  and  over  one-third  of  the  deaths  between  45  and  65  years. 

Of  the  146  deaths,  at  all  ages,  due  to  this  cause,  84  were  males  and 
62  females;  whereas,  of  the  38  deaths  between  the  ages  of  45  and  65  years, 
due  to  this  cause,  30  were  males  and  8 females. 

Of  the  97  deaths  due  to  Cancer,  25  (l9  males  and  6 females)  were  due  to 
Cancer  of  the  Lung.

2.  Links  with  General  Medical  Services 
(a)  Attachment  Schemes

Full  attachment  of  Nursing  Staff  to  General  Medical  Practice  has  now 
been  in  existence  for  two  years.  The  Staff  appear  to  be  pleased  with  this 
arrangement  which  has  led  to  more  effective  team  work  in  the  interests  of 
patients  and  more  job  satisfaction  for  the  Nurses.  Many  more  demands  are 
made  on  the  Nursing  Staff,  however,  and  the  employment  of  Auxiliaries  for 
some  of  the  simpler  tasks  with  patients,  would  be  helpful.  The  full 
benefits  of  attachment  can  not  be  achieved  in  some  Practices  which  lie 
across  present  County  Boundaries,  but  the  advent  of  Area  Health  Boards, 
in  due  course,  should  help  this  problem.  The  Inter-Practice  deployment  of 
Nursing  Staff  may  not  be  desirable  but  is  sometimes  inevitable  to  cover 
Day  Release  and  Refresher  Courses,  holidays  and  sickness. 

Seme  small  steps  have  been  taken  towards  better  liaison  with 
Hospital  Nursing  Staff  by  visits  to  Hospitals  and  the  sharing  of  Study 
Days.  Furthermore,  Student  Nurses  from  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Stirling, 
and  from  Bellsdyke  Hospital,  Larbert,  spend  part  of  their  training  in  the 
community  with  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurse/Midwives. 

(b)  Health  Centres 


The  programme  for  Health  Centres  remained  unchanged.  At  the  time 
of  writing,  building  of  Alva  Health  Centre  (under  delegated  powers)  has 
begun. 


The  completed  plans  for  Alloa  Health  Centre  await  final  financial 
approval . 

Planning  of  Dollar  and  Clackmannan  Centres  is  being  undertaken. 

3.  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

(a)  Child  Welfare 

Seven  Child  Welfare  Clinics  were  held  throughout  the  year. 

All  immunisations  were  carried  out  at  the  Clinics  in  addition  to  full 
developmental  assessment  of  the  child  at  specified  intervals  throughout 
the  pre-school  years. 

(b)  Welfare  Foods  and  Supplements 

The  total  issues  for  this  year  and  also  for  1970  are  shown  overleaf. 
During  the  year  Cod  Liver  Oil  ceased  to  be  supplied  and  Vitamin  Drops  were 
issued  instead.

(c)  Dental  Care 

Fifty-one  mothers  (ante-natal  and  post-natal)  made  89  attendances. 

Ninety-six  pre-school  children  made  115  attendances. 

Details  of  treatment  are  shown  in  Appendix  No.  4. 

(d)  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers 

Under  the  Combined  Care  Scheme  between  Hospital  Obstetricians 
and  General  Practitioners,  more  of  the  ante-natal  work  is  done  in  General 
Practitioners’  premises,  resulting  in  fewer  attendances  at  Hospital 
Clinics.  Nearly  all  post-natal  examinations  are  carried  out  by  General 
Practitioners.

Mothercraft  Meetings  continue  to  be  held.  Sixty-eight  expectant 
mothers  made  249  attendances  at  these  sessions  in  small  groups. 

Midwifery 

The  trend  towards  one  hundred  per  cent  hospital  confinements  continues. 

Of  a total  of  832  births,  only  forty- two  babies  were  born  at  home.  With 
this  admission  rate,  more  mothers  were  discharged  early  from  Hospital. 

Under  the  combined  care  scheme,  clinical  responsibility  for  the  care 
of  the  expectant  mother  is  shared  between  the  Family  Doctor  and  the 
Obstetrician.  Midwives  attend  all  pre-natal  clinics  held  at  the  G.  P. 
Surgeries,  while  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Obstetrician’s  Clinic  at  the 
Hospital.  There  is  evidence  of  a blurring  of  work  between  Midwife 
and  Health  Visitor  in  this  field.  There  is  an  increasing  work  load  for 
Health  Visitors.  There  was  considerable  increase  (897)  in  the  number  of 
attendances  at  Surgeries  for  pre-natal  care  and,  therefore,  a drop  of  324 
in  the  number  of  home  visits  for  this  purpose. 
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All  Midwives  spent  two  days  in  the  Labour  Ward  Unit  of  Royal 
Infirmary,  Stirling,  In  addition,  many  Midwives  are  taking  their 
statutory  Refresher  Course  in  the  same  Unit,  This  Course  lasts  for  a 
period  of  two  weeks,  incurs  minimal  cost,  but  depreciates  the  work  force 
considerably.

Unmarried  Mothers 


The  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  9»0  per  100  live  births,  showed  a 
slight  increase  from  that  of  the  previous  year  (8,6),  The  Rate  for 
Scotland  is  8.1  per  100  live  births.  There  is  no  Mother  and  Baby 
Home  in  the  County. 

Health  Visiting 

Attachment  has  led  to  some  change  in  the  balance  of  work  done  by 
the  Health  Visitor  with  rather  less  routine  visitation  of  children. 

The  main  aspects  of  her  work  which  illustrates  the  advantage  of  attachment 
to  Group  Practice,  in  the  special  areas  of  family  need,  the  sick  child, 
families  under  stress,  care  and  support  of  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

Here  Health  Visitors  feel  that  they  render  a more  effective  service  as 
they  are  in  close  touch  with  the  Family  Doctor  concerning  the  family 
progress. 

In  four  Group  Practices,  Health  Visitors  arrange  their  own  Screening 
Clinics  on  behalf  of  children  under  five  years.  There  were  fewer  home 
visits  to  children  under  one  year  of  age,  but  visits  to  all  other  age 
groups  increased,  e.g.  visits  to  the  elderly  increased  by  The 

postal  strike  earlier  in  the  year  disrupted  routine  visiting,  but  increased 
the  Health  Visitors’  case  load,  due  to  visiting  patients  to  inform  them 
of  their  appointments,  either  to  attend  Hospital  or  Local  Authority  Special 
Clinics.  The  wider  range  of  duties  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitor  to 
all  age  groups,  together  with  attempting  to  keep  up-to-date  with  current 
changes,  makes  increasing  demands,  more  to  do  and  less  time  in  which  to 
do  it. 


For  details  of  work  done  by  the  Health  Visitors  see  Appendix  No.  6. 

4.  Home  Nursing 

The  volume  of  work  done  by  the  District  Nurse  has  increased,  especially 
where  modem  premises  are  available.  There  was  slight  increase  (42)  in  the 
total  number  of  patients  nursed  at  home,  and  a considerable  increase  (about  700 ) 
in  the  number  of  patients  seen  on  behalf  of  General  Practitioners,  either  at 
home  for  follow-up  or  at  Surgery  for  treatment.  In  line  with  this,  the  total 
number  of  visits  and  treatments  increased  by  nearly  2,000, 

When  the  Registered  Nurse  can  carry  out  her  full  training  skills 
she  has  a more  satisfying  and  responsible  job.  Her  nursing  skills 
in  the  home  will  always  remain  the  major  part  of  her  work,  but  there  is  no 
reason  why  certain  tasks,  such  as  the  bathing  of  patients,  dressing  and 
undressing  patients,  could  not  be  assigned  to  Ancillary  Staff  working 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Registered  Nurse. 
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5.  Control  of  Communicable  Diseases 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  numbered  159  compared  with  225 
last  year.  Notifications  were  as  follows:-  Dysentery,  7;  Erysipelas,  1; 
Food  Poisoning,  10;  Jaundice,  Infective,  2;  Measles,  111;  Pneumonia, 

Acute  Primary,  4;  Puerperal  Fever/Pyrexia,  1;  Scarlet  Fever,  3* 

There  was  a noticeable  absence  of  Influenza. 

Liaison  with  the  Laboratory.  General  Practitioners,  etc. 

There  is  a twice-daily  collection  and  delivery  service  for  the 
Laboratory  at  Stirling  Royal  Infirmary,  The  Laboratory  van  calls  at 
the  Health  Department,  as  well  as  the  local  Hospitals,  early  in  the 
forenoon  and  again  early  in  the  afternoon,  for  the  delivery  of  supplies, 
Laboratory  Reports  and  the  collection  of  specimens  for  examination.  Copies 
of  all  positive  reports  on  Infections  are  sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

Vaccination  and  Immuni sation 


Smallpox  Vaccination  as  a routine  measure  in  childhood  was  suspended 
as  the  risk  of  Smallpox  in  this  Country  is  slight. 

Travel] ers  to  parts  of  the  world  where  there  is  a considerable  risk 
of  Smallpox,  should,  of  course,  still  be  vaccinated. 

Vaccination  and  Immunisation  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinics.  About  40$  of  the  babies  were  immunised  by  Local 
Authority  Staff  and  about  60$  by  their  own  Doctors.  As  is  usual, 
most  of  the  school  children  were  immunised  by  Local  Authority  Staff. 

Of  the  1970  births,  73$  had  been  protected  against  Poliomyelitis  and 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus. 

Following  the  new  Govermental  recommendations  not  to  vaccinate  against 
Smallpox,  the  percentage  so  vaccinated  fell  to  25$  this  year. 

Figures  of  all  immunisations  carried  out  are  shown  in  Appendix  No.  8. 

Measles  Vaccination 

Seven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  children  under  the  age  of  five  and 
425  children  of  school  age  were  vaccinated,  making  a total  of  1,154* 

Rubella  Vaccination 

Rubella  vaccination  was  given  to  3^7  girls  bom  in  the  years  1958/59 
and  was  also  given  to  09  females  bom  before  1957  who  had  requested  the 
vaccination. 

Influenza  Vaccination 

Influenza  vaccine  was  again  offered  to  Staff  who  are  at  special  risk 
by  reason  of  contact  with  patients,  e.g.  Doctors,  Nurses,  Home  Helps,  etc.. 
The  number  accepting  this  was  140. 

In  addition,  General  Practitioners  and  Factory  Doctors  also  carried  out 
influenza  vaccinations  for  which  they  made  their  own  arrangements,

The  number  of  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  discovered  during 
the  whole  year  was  four,  a decrease  of  one  from  the  previous  year.  Two 
of  the  new  cases  were  male  and  two  were  female.

There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  or  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis. 

There  were  59  known  cases  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year 
compared  with  63  on  1st  January. 

There  were  no  new  cases  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified. 

There  were  10  cases  in  the  County  known  to  be  suffering  from  Non- 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  compared  with  13  on  1st  January. 

There  were  50  attendances  at  the  Alloa  Chest  Clinic.  Three  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  routine  home  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurse.

9.  Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitor  in  the  home,  in 
Schools,  Child  Welfare  Centres,  Special  Clinics  and  to  outside  bodies  by 
request, 

Mothercraft  continues  to  be  taught  to  groups  of  expectant  mothers 
at  Alloa  and  Tillicoultry,  It  is  generally  felt  that  attendances  could  be 
increased  if  Mothercraft  teaching  could  be  combined  with  Relaxation  Classes. 

In  conjunction  with  School  Teachers,  Health  Visitors  have  been  able  to 
carry  out  certain  aspects  of  Health  Education  subjects  in  Schools,  although 
difficulties  arise  where  the  School  time-table  does  not  fit  in  with  the 
work  programme  of  the  Health  Visitor.  This  is  unavoidable  as  long  as 
there  is  no  Specialist  Staff  for  this  purpose. 

The  main  subjects  taught  in  Primary  Schools  have  not  altered,  simple 
rules  of  hygiene,  care  of  the  teeth,  skin  and  hair. 

In  Senior  Schools,  Mothercraft  is  taught  to  girls  aged  14  - 15  years. 

More  senior  pupils  have  had  a range  of  health  subjects  on  smoking  and 
lung  cancer,  alcoholism,  drugs  and  on  the  needs  of  the  family,  including 
environmental,  physical  and  mental  health.

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10.  Handicapped  Register 

There  are  400  children  under  17  on  the  Handicapped  Register.  Of 
these,  60 $ have  physical  handicaps  of  varying  severity;  30 $ are  mentally 
handicapped  and  10$  have  mixed  handicaps.

Sanitary  Conditions  in  Schools 

During  this  year,  there  were  one  or  two  conversions  to  existing  toilets. 
Organisation  and  Administration 

Systematic  medical  examination  is  carried  out  of  all  new  entrants  to  school 
and  at  age  13  years,  and  at  other  ages  by  selection.  The  routine  examination 
of  special  senses,  sight  and  hearing,  continues  at  ages  7 years,  9 years  and 
11  years,  as  well  as  at  5 years  and  13  years. 

At  the  routine  medical  examinations,  83.92 $ of  the  parents  attended  with 
the  new  entrants  and  24.63/6  with  13  year  old  children.

Vision  and  Hearing 

A Keystone  Vision  Screener  is  used  for  testing  vision,  and  an  audiometer 
for  testing  hearing. 

One  lay  member  of  staff  is  trained  in  the  use  of  both  these  instruments  and 
ePch  child  is  tested  for  vision  and  hearing  at  the  one  visit.  The  aim  is  to  test 
each  child  shortly  after  entry  to  school  and  every  two  years  thereafter. 

Children  are  tested  prior  to  school  medical  examinations  so  that  the  results  are 
available  to  the  examining  Doctor. 

Tables  1 and  2 show  the  number  of  children  screened  by  these  tests  and  the 
number  of  failures  in  each  age  group. 

The  audiometer  is  regularly  tested  and  overhauled  at  the  Royal  National 
Institute  for  the  Deaf,  Glasgow. 

Deaf  Child  Parent  Guidance  Clinic 


The  teacher  of  the  Deaf  holds  a Deaf  Child  Parent  Guidance  Clinic  weekly 
in  the  Health  Department.

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Dental  Report 


Daring  the  year  7»878  children  were  inspected  in  the  schools  and  of  those 
3,887  (49.3$)  were  found  to  have  remedial  dental  defects.  Two  thousand,  five 
hundred  and  eleven  (64,6%)  accepted  treatment  in  the  School  Dental  Service. 

In  the  last  few  years  the  percentage  of  children  requiring  dental  treatment 
has  varied  little  from  the  49%  shown  in  this  years  report.  This  figure  could  be 
reduced  in  the  future  to  25%,  for  children  born  to-day,  if  fluorides  were  added 
to  the  public  water  supply.  The  cost  would  only  be  ,05p  per  head  of  the  population 
per  annum.  The  time  has  surely  come  for  the  Central  Government  to  fluoridate  the 
public  water  supplies  despite  the  vocal  and  unscientific  objections  of  the  various 
bodies  who  oppose  its  adoption. 

Schools:-  Lornshill  Academy,  with  well  over  1,000  pupils,  is  situated  at  a 
considerable  distance  from  the  Bedford  House  clinics.  The  new  Alloa  Health  Centre, 
when  completed,  may  be  more  convenient  for  these  children  but,  to  prevent  the 
loss  of  too  much  school  time,  it  may  be  advisable  to  provide  a Dental  Surgery 
much  nearer  the  school. 

Dental  Equipment:-  The  Tullibody  and  Tillicoultry  clinics  will  require 
new  High  Speed  Airoter  equipment  with  compressors  next  year. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Headmasters,  Teachers  and  Health  Visitors  for  their 
very  considerable  help  during  the  year.

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Health  Education. 

In  conjunction  with  school  teachers,  Health  Visitors  have  been  able  to 
carry  out  certain  aspects  of  Health  Education  subjects  in  schools.  During 
term,  difficulties  did  arise  where  the  school  time  table  did  not  fit  in  with 
the  work  programme  of  the  Health  Visitor.  This  was  unavoidable. 

The  main  subjects  taught  in  primary  schools  have  not  altered  from  the 
previous  year.  This  is  taught  informally  to  small  groups. 

In  senior  schools,  Mothercraft  is  taught  to  girls  a,ged  14  - 15  years. 

A similar  subject  could  be  taught  to  boys  on  Fathercraft. 

More  senior  pupils  have  had  a range  of  health  subjects  on  smoking  and 
lung  cancer,  alcoholism,  drugs  and  on  the  needs  of  the  family,  including 
environment,  physical  and  mental  health.

Annual  Report  by  the  County  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1971, 


MILK  and  DAIRIES. 


There  were  twelve  producers  in  operation  at  the  end  of  the  year  - 
two  with  Premium  licences  and  ten  with  Standard  licences.  This 
compares  with  fourteen  producers  in  1970,  and  thus  sadly  the  decline 
in  the  dairy  industry  in  the  area  continues  reflecting  present 
economic  trends  and  the  continuing  urbanisation  of  the  county  area. 

The  two  premises  at  which  milk  production  ceased  were  Aitkenhead 
Farm,  and  Parkhead  Farm. 

Of  the  twelve  producers,  eleven  have  bulk  tanks. 

The  Health  Committee  continued  to  maintain  a regular  scrutiny  of 
producers  sampling  records  and  from  the  table  given  overleaf,  it  can 
be  seen  tliat  the  sampling  rate  was  increased  slightly,  compared  with 
1970,  and  the  sampling  results  have  improved  and  can  be  considered 
reasonably  satisfactory. 

Early  in  the  year,  a Sub-Committee  of  the  Health  Committee 
visited  four  producers  whose  sampling  results  had  not  been  considered 
completely  satisfactory  and  discussed  the  reasons  etc. , for  this  with 
them.  The  improvement  in  the  sampling  results  for  this  year  may  not 
be  co-incidental  with  tlx  visits  paid. 

All  producers  are  visited  frequently  by  the  Milk  Officer,  who 
makes  regular  inspections  of  premises,  methods,  equipment  etc.  The 
advice  which  she  is  able  to  give  to  farmers  etc.,  experiencing 
difficulties  in  production  or  sampling  appears  to  be  welcomed  by  the 
farmers. 

Premises.  Equipment,  etc. 

While  most  of  the  premises  are  old,  they  are  generally  well 
maintained  and  adequately  equipped.  In  the  case  of  one  farm, 
attention  is  required  to  the  yards  surrounding  the  byre,  and  this  was 
drawn  to  the  farmer1 s attention.  The  absence  of  suitable  labelling 
on  the  caps  of  milk  bottles  resulted  in  a warning  being  given  to  the 
producer. 

Plans  were  under  consideration  for  the  reconstruction  and  general 
improvement  of  Hillend  Farm,  Clackmannan,  and  a round  the  byre  milk 
pipe  line  and  bulk  tank  was  installed  at  Gartlove  Farm. 

A complaint  was  made  and  investigated  in  connection  with  a crate 
of  milk  bottles,  which  were  in  an  extremely  dirty  condition.  It  was 
discovered  on  examination  of  the  dairy  premises,  that  unsatisfactory 
methods  of  storage  of  bottles  was  in  operation,  and  recommendations 
were  made  for  improvement  of  the  situation.  A severe  warning  was 
also  given  to  the  producer,  and  there  were  no  further  incidents. 

Ih/ 
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In  general,  few  complaints  were  received  from  the  public  in 
relation  to  milk  supplies. 

Pasteurisation  Plants: 

There  were  two  plants  in  operation.  As  has  been  the  case  for 
many  years  now,  the  H.T.S.T.  plant  of  the  S.C.W.S.,  in  Alloa,  gave 
excellent  results,  was  well  maintained  and  the  sampling  record  reflects 
the  high  standard  of  management  and  the  quality  of  the  staff. 

Following  difficulties  in  relation  to  Phosphatase  failures  in  the 
second  pasteurisation  plant  which  was  of  the  "Holder  typo"  and  which 
was  old  fashioned  and  difficult  to  control,  the  co-operation  of  the 
owner  was  sought  and  readily  given  in  its  replacement  by  a' modem 
H.T.S.T.  plant.  Following  the  introduction  of  this  plant,  sampling 
results  in  relation  to  all  tests  improved  considerably.  Difficulties 
were  still  experienced  however,  with  washed  bottles  not  complying  with 
the  recommended  bacteriological  standards  and  investigations  on  how 
this  situation  could  be  improved  were  carried  out  by  the  Milk  Officer 
and  by  experts  ' called  in  by  the  plant  owner.  Following  these 
investigations,  conditions  improved. 

It  is  perhaps  unfortunate  that  there  is  no  statutory  universal 
bacteriological  standard  for  washed  bottles,  as  the  present  situation 
involving  several  recommended  standards  is  not  satisfactory,  and  is 
confusing  to  local  authorities  and  producers  alike. 
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FOOD  and  DRUGS  (SCOTLAND)  ACT.  1956. 


A selection  of  samples  was  taken  during  the  year,  comprising 
forty  eight  foods,  twelve  spirits  and  sixteen  ice-cream.  In  addition, 
twenty  seven  milk  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  City  Analyst 
in  Edinburgh  for  analysis. 

One  informal  sample  of  mince  failed  to  comply  with  the  Preservatives 
in  Food  Regulations,  but  an  official  follow  up  sample  proved  satis- 
factory, A sample  of  an  ice  lollipop  submitted  to  the  Analyst  as  a 
result  of  a complaint  from  a member  of  the  public  was  found  to  be  non- 
genuine  in  that  it  contained  0,6%  of  chloride  ion.  As  the  fault  was 
apparently  due  to  defective  moulds,  the  manufacturer  was  notified,  amid 
a furtlier  sample  was  found  to  be  genuine.  One  informal  sample  of 
tinned  fruit' cocktail  was  found  non  genuine  in  that  it  did  not  contain 
whole  grapes,  which  it  was  said  to  contain  on  the  label.  A follow  up 
sample  was  reported  as  genuine. 

Three  samples  of  sweet  milk  were  submitted  t5;-the  analyst  after  a 
member  of  the  public  had  complained.  Samples  were  found  to  be 
deficient  in  milk  solids  not  fat  and  fat,  and  we re  found  to  contain 
additional  water  to  the  extent  of  50/  - 60/  Formal  follow  up  samples 
were  taken  and  were  found  to  be  genuine. 

No  satisfactory  explanation  could  be  given  after  a thorough 
investigation  of  the  complaint,  as  to  how  such  incredibly  high 
deficiencies  could  have  arisen.  Any  suggestion  that  the  milk  had  been 
deliberately  adulterated  to  defraud  the  public  was  untenable,  because 
of  the  obvious  adulteration  even  to  the  naked  eye.  The  process  plant 
was  thoroughly  checked,  and  at  every  point  where  water  might  have 
entered  the  milk  accidentally,  but  without  success.  A few  further 
theories  were  considered,  but  the  case  for  .any  of  them  was  net  proved 
at  the  end  of  the  day,  although  some  suspicions  remained. 


FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Constant  attention  was  paid  to  this  important  duty  during  the  year. 
Some  three  hundred  and  forty  seven  visits  were  paid  to  premises  of  all 
descriptions,  and  forty  four  in  respect  of  food  vehicles. 

The  standard  of  premises,  whether  they  be  of  the  "one  man"  type 
or  of  the  multiple  store  are  high,  and  present  few  problems  to  the 
Department,  The  greatest  single  deficiency  in  the  main  is  the  lack 
of  suitable  and  sufficient  accommodation  for  the  storage  of  products. 
This  is  a problem  which  is  compounded  by  the  vast  amount  of  packaging 
etc. , used  in  modern  retailing.  It  is  exceptionally  difficult  to 
convince  Architects  that  whatever  the  area  of  the  front  of  a food  shop 
is  calculated  to  be,  the  back  premises  for  storage,  should  be  at  least 
double  the  size.  This  is  believed  to  be  unproductive  space  and 
therefore  not  worthy  of  serious  consideration,  but  it  is  surprizing  how 
often  it  is  said  after  a food  shop  has  been  in  operation  for  only  a few 
months  "What  a pitjr  our  storage  space  had  not  been  made  larger."  It 
should  be  made  clear  that  the  criticism  of  la*k  of  suitable  storage 
space  is  not  confined  to  the  private  sector.  Shops  provided  by  local 
authorities  very  often,  fall  down  on  the  same  score.

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Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to  works  canteens,  hotels 
and  restaurants.  The  standard  of  premises  in  this  sector  is  also  good 
and  steady  progress  can  be  reported  in  improved  equipment  and  modernisa- 
tion of  premises,  A survey  of  catering  establishments  was  carried  out 
during  the  period  by  the  Area  Inspector  of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health 
Department  and  the  preliminary  results  of  that  survey  suggested  that 
conditions  were  not  unsatisfactory. 

Once  again,  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  were  no  reported 
cases  of  food  poisoning  from  catering  or  food  premises. 

The  most  single  constant  worry  of  the  officer  responsible  for 
Food  Hygiene  in  the  area,  was  the  practices  adopted  in  food  establish- 
ments in  the  handling  of  vulnerable  foodstuffs. 

Staffs  continue  to  change  and  it  is  a wearisome  and  thankless  task 
to  have  to  go  over  again  and  again  the  correct  method  of  cooking, 
handling  and  displaying  certain  types  of  food. 

A major  concern  too  was  the  proper  rotation  of  stock.  There  are 
arguments  for  and  against  "open  coding"  which  would  indicate  to  anyone 
the  final  shelf  life  of  a particular  product.  The  manufacturer1 s 
point  of  view  on  this  is  appreciated,  but  it  is  still  difficult  to 
understand  why  they  cannot  see  fit  as  a corporate ' body  to  issue  to  the' 
authorised  officers  of  local  authorities  at  least,  their  coding  system, 
for  any  one  year. 

There  were  no  serious  complaints  made  by  members  of  the  public 
in  relation  to  food  supplies  etc. , during  the  year.  Any  complaints 
received  in  the  main  related  to  faulty  stock  rotation  as  mentioned, 
and  were  speedily  dealt  with  xvhen  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the 
retailer. 

Van  trading  continues  to  increase  and  again  the  overall  standards 
of  vehicles  were  improved. 

Some  worry  is  felt  about  the  high  temperatures  of  vans  selling 
cooked  meats  etc. , • in  the  summer  months,  but  there  is  a trer^  towards 
cold  counters  etc,,  which  is  to  be  welcomed. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Department  is  indebted  to  tire  Area  Officer 
of  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  for  Iris  invaluable  assistance 
and  advice  in  relation  to  all  matters  affecting  milk,  ice-cream  or  food.

If  all  the  measures  which  have  been  introduced  in  recent  years  to 
control  the  quality  of  food  etc.,  had  been  as  successful  as  the  above, 
then  there  would  have  been  little  to  worry  about  in  the  country’s  food' 
supply.  It  is  idle  to  pretend  that  the  ice-cream  industry  is  perfect, 
but  it  has  developed  in  a significant  wa y since  1948. 

Premises,  equipment  and  methods  are  of  a high  standard,  as  is  the 
quality  of  the  article  produced.  There  were  no  complaints  from  members 
of  the  public  about  this  product  during  the  year,  and  the  fourteen 
registered  premises  were  visited  and  inspected  at  frequent  intervals. 

Sampling  was  maintained  at  a fairly  high  level,  with  seventy  seven 
samples  being  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  twenty  nine  of 
which  failed  the' recommended  standards.  The  bulk  of  the  failing 
samples,  however,  related  to  a few  producers  who  experienced  trouble 
during  the  year  and  where  it  was  felt  that  further  investigations  were 
desirable. 

The  standard  of  vehicles  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  continued 
to  improve,  and  little  fault  could  be  found  with  them  on  inspection.

ALLOA  BURGH  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


In  the  report  for  1970,  it  was  stated  that  "The  premises  are 
housed  in  old  buildings,  and  renovations  are  required  to  keep  them 
in  line  with  modern  standards.  The  staff  were  faced  with  a difficult 
task  in  attempting  to  reach  the  required  hygenic  standards  for  such 
premises."  Prophetic  words  indeed,  for  during  the  year,  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  inspected  the 
slaughterhouse  and  reported  adversely  on  the  conditions  found.  The 
Slaughterhouse  Joint  Committee  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  seriously 
considering  whether  the  premises  could  or  should  be  improved  or  closed. 

It  was,  however  apparent  that  although  the  slaughterhouse  had 
served  the  community  well  for  a considerable  number  of  years,  it  was 
in  need  of  upgrading  to  such  an  extent  that  it  would  be  a completely 
uneconomic  proposition  even  after  renovation. 

A detailed  statement  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the  premises  is 
given  in  the  table  overleaf,  where  it  will  be  noted  that  there  was  an 
overall  reduction  in  the  number  of  cattle  etc. , killed. 

Once  again,  there  were  no  cases  of  tuberculosis,  but  one  carcase 
infected  with  Cystecercus  bo’vis  was ’"detained,  to  be  passed  later  for 
human  consumption,  after  treatment  by  cold  storage. 

The  Department’s  staff  carried  out  the  duties  of  meat  inspection 
etc. , in  the  absence  of  the  Slaughterhouse  Superintendent  through 
holidays  or  illness.

None  of  tl  1 poultry  farms  require  tc  be  registered  under  the  Act, 
in  view  of  the  means  of  slaughter  used. 


UNSOUND  FOOD. 


No  cases  were  brought  to  the  Department’s  attention  of  food  being 
displayed  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption,  and  the  food  which  was 
condemned  was  in  the  main  voluntarily  surrendered  by  retailers.  There 
was  a reduction  in  the  total  from  two  tons,  thirteen  hundredweights  in 
1970,  to  two  tons,  one  hundredweight  in  the  current  year.  In  all,  one 
hundred  and  eighteen  visits  were  paid  in  relation  to  the  inspection  and 
disposal  of  unsound  food. 

For  many  years  now,  reference  has  been  made  to  the  amount  of  food 
rendered  unfit  for  consumption  - parti cularly  of  the  tinned  variety  - 
because  of  careless  handling  at  ports  or  thereafter.  If  the  small 
amount  in  the  county  is  representative  of  the  whole  country,  then  there 
is  much  needless  waste  of  essential  food  supplies. 


PREVENTION  OF  DA'iAGC  BY  PESTS  ACT.  19A9. 

The  table  overleaf  indicates  that  once  again,  there  has  been  an 
increased  demand  on  this  service  by  the  public  - four  hundred  and 
forty  nine  visits  of  inspection  and  treatment,  compared  with  three 
hundred  and  sixty  eight  in  the  previous  year. 

This  increase  in  demand,  however,  should  not  be  related  to  a more 
serious  situation  in  relation  to  rat  and  mice  infestations,  but  rather 
to  an  increased  public  awareness  of  the  need  to  report  infestations. 

Despite  the  apparent  failure  of  "Warfarin"  to  achieve  satisfactory 
"kills"  in  adjacent  areas , it  is  still  the  main  poison  used,  and  has 
proved  satisfactory.  There  is  no  evidence  at  the  moment  of  resistant 
rats  to  this  poison  in  the  area. 

Once  again,  the  Department  has  been  assisted  greatly  by  members 
of  the  public  and  other  officials  of  local  authorities  etc. , reporting 
possible  infestations  promptly,  thus  .allowing  the  situation  to  be 
dealt  with  before  it  got  out  of  hand. 

Regular  visits  of  inspection  were  made  by  the  Pests  Officer,  to 
areas  likely  to  be  infested,  e.  g. , refuse  tips;  sewage  ditches; 
piggeries  etc. 

In  addition,  the  Department  dealt  with  infestations  of  wasps, 
moles,  cockroaches  and  other  insect  pests  on  request,  l\Jhile  in  many 
cases  the  complaints  cannot  be  construed  to  relate  to  the  public  health* 
the  Health  Committee  have  always  token  the  view  that  they  should  be  at 
least  investigated  and  advice  given  on  methods  of  treatment.  This 
seems  to  be  generally  appreciated  by  the  public,  and  the  assistance 
given  by  the  West  of  Scotland  College  of  Agriculture  in  t-hc 
identification  of  insect  specimens  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 


A free  service  for  the  eradication  of  rats,  mice,  etc,,  for 
householders  is  still  operated  in  the  county.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Twenty  one  visits  of  investigation  were  carried  out  under  this 
heading  - all  relating  to  possible  food  poisoning,  but  bacteriological 
and  other  results  proved  negative.  No  disinfections  or  other  visits 
of  investigation  wore  found  to  be  necessary. 


11IS.  ICES. 


While  one  hundred  and  eighty  nine  visits  were  paid  under  this 
heading,  there  was  no  need  to  serve  any  statutory  notices  etc.,  the 
majority  of  the  complaints  being  satisfactorily  dealt  with  once  they 
had  been  drawn  to  the  attention  of  the  person(s)  responsible. 

In  several  cases,  however,  too  much  staff  time  was  spent  in 
dealing  with  complaints  of  the  "stair  heid"  variety,  which  could  have 
been  resolved  the  more  readily  by  the  active  co-operation  of  all  the 
injured  parties! 


REFUSE  COLLECTION, 

Operations  continued  in  this  field  using  as  in  the  previous  year 
a relay  system  of  four  rear  loading  vehicles  and  three  crews  of  three 
men.  Because  of  the  rapid  expansion  of  house  building  both  in  the 
private  and  public  sector  it  became  apparent  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  that  another  change  in  methods  would  be  required,  and  this  is  now 
being  considered  in  conjunction  with  the  Work  Study  Department. 

Discussions  took  place  and  detailed  reports  were  submitted  to  all 
local  authorities  in  the  County  with  a view  to  integrating  the  refuse 
collection  services. 

While  it  was  agreed  by  most  that  the  principle  was  sound,  no 
further  action  was  taken  although  no  doubt  the  subject  will  be  raised 
again  in  the  not  too  distant  future,  particularly  with  impending  local 
government  re-organisation. 

No  serious  difficulties  arose  in  relation  to  the  incentive  bonus 
scheme  introduced  in  the  previous  year,  although  it  had  its  reper- 
cussions in  other  local  authority  areas. 

One  pleasing  feature  was  a noticeable  drop  in  the  days  lost  due 
to  absence  from  work  - seven  hundred  and  sixteen  days,  compared  with 
one  thousand  and  seventeen  last  year,  and  one  thousand  six  hundred  in 
pre  bonus  conditions. 


STREET  SWEEPING. 

The  long  awaited  incentive  bonus  scheme  for  this  service  got 
"off  the  ground"  in  March.  The  scheme  was  designed  to  give  more  care 
to  streets  which  were  in  need  of  greater  attention,  and  to  improve  the 
quality  of  the  service  in  general,  and  to  this  end,  a "built  in" 
quality  control  factor  was  included.  The  scheme  was  readily  accepted 
by  the  staff  and  no  serious  difficulties  arose  following  its  implementa- 
tion and  a general  improvement  of  street  conditions  followed. 


Two/ 
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Two  electrically  operated  trucks  are  in  use,  one  in  Tullibody  and 
the  other  in  the  Sauchie  area.  The  remaining  areas  are  serviced  by  men 
with  hand  barrows,  ^ total  of  fourteen  men  are  employed  for  street 
sweeping  duties. 

In  this  service  too,  as  in  refuse  collection,  it  was  seen  that  be- 
cause of  developments,  a re-appraisal  of  resources  etc.,  would  be 
necessary  in  the  forthcoming  year. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that  once  again  the  Department  had  a 
successful  candidate  for  the  Institute  of  Public  Cleansing's  examination 
through  Mr.  William  F.  Bow,  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector  passing  their 
Testamur  examination,  thus  maintaining  the  Department's  J\00%  record  of 
several  years. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 


Further- progress  was  made  towards  the  construction  of  the  plant 
at  Forthbank,  Alloa,  to  dispose  of  refuse  and  sewage  sludge.  /ill 
the  authorities  in  the  area  have  combined  in  this  venture  and  it  is 
hoped  the  plant  will  be  operational  in  1973. 

The  present  refuse  tip  of  /illoa  Town  Council  at  Westhaugh,  near 
Alva,  and  shared  jointly  by  the  Landward  area  and  Alva  Town  Council, 
is  fast  reaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life,  and  another  tipping  site 
might  be  required  until  the  Bowhouse  Incineration  Plant  is  functioning. 

Dollar  and  Tillicoultry  Town  Councils  operate  their  own  refuse 
tips.  Both  are  well  maintained,  and  no  complaints  of  nuisance  from 
the  operations  or  the  sites  were  made. 

As  has  been  the  case  for  some  years  now,  difficulties  were 
experienced  by  the  appearance  of  illicit  dumping  sites.  All  tire 
authorities  have  special  schemes  for  the  collection  of  bulky  items 
and  garden  refuse,  and  it  is  difficult  to  understand  the  mentality  of 
members  of  the  public  who  will  walk  considerable  distances  to  dump 
materials  which  could  have  been  uplifted  from  their  front  doors 
following  a telephone  call  or  a letter  asking  for  the  service  1 

It  is  all  the  more  difficult  to  understand  when  the  service 
provided  is  generally  free,  or  at  a very  limited  cost  to  the  householder. 


PUFLIC  CONVENIENCES. 


There  are  five  conveniences  in  the  Landward  area  which  the 
Department  is  responsible  for.  Vandalism  continued  to  be  a problem 
and  were  it  not  for  the  inconvenience  to  the  travelling  members  of  the 
public,  the  real  answer  might  be  to  close  the  premises.  This  perhaps 
might  arouse  tine  interest  of  the  ratepayers  in  the  problem  - for  which 
they  have  to  pay. 

In  common  with  other  areas,  no  one  ever  appears  to  see  or  hear 
Vcridals  at  work,  and  the  Police  - whose  co-operation  and  help  is 
acknowledged  — have  a thankless  task  in  attempting  to  track  down  the 
offenders.

The  Mid-Scotland  Water  Board  is  the  authority  responsible  for  the 
provision  and  maintenance  of  supplies.  Mo  shortages  were  experienced 
during  the  year,  and  the  quality  of  supplies  was  good. 

Fifty  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  forty- 
four  were  reported  satisfactory,  four  suspicious,  and  two  unsatisfactory. 
A further  eleven  samples  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  were  reported 
as  satisfactory. 

Following  sampling  in  the  previous  year  for  the  presence  of  lead 
in  water  supplied  to  older  houses  with  lead  service  pipes,  a further 
sixteen  samples  were  taken  to  determine  the  lead  content.  Seven  of 
the  samples  exceeded  the  .05  part  per  million  recommended  as  the 
maximum  level  by  the  World  Health  Organisation,

Because  of  improv oments  to  the  premises,  and  e ve n-bi j elly  site 
difficulties,  the  baths  in  .Iloa  were  closed  for  the  greater  part  of 
the  year.

HOUSING. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  Report,  a survey  was  being  carried 
out  under  the  1969  Housing  (Scotland)  Act,  to  determine  the  number  of 
houses  failing  the  Tolerable  Standard.  Details  of  the  survey  are 
given  in  the  undernoted  table.  The  only  area  of  the  county  still 
requiring  to  be  dealt  with  was  Dollar  Burgh,  where  it  was  estimated 
that  some  thirty  five  houses  would  fail  the  standard.

Reports  were  made  to  the  various  housing  authorities  and  active 
consideration  was  being  given  by  them  to  the  best  way  of  dealing;  v».u>h 
the  problem  of  houses  failing  the  tolerable  standard,  and  several 
housing  treatment  areas  for  either  improvement  and/or  demolition  were 
suggested. 

Progress  was  made  following  a meeting  with  house  owners,  in 
relation- to  the  Kill  street,  Tullibody  Road,  Shaftesbury  Street  area 
of  Alloa,  comprising  'seventy  seven  houses,  the  majority  of  which 
failed/ 
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failed  the  Tolerable  Standard  to  a substantial  degree.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  area  will  be  redeveloped  by  new  local  authority  housing. 

Most  of  the  authorities  continued  with  an  active  house  building 
programme  as  can  be  seen  from  the  table  which  follows,  and  they  were  also 
pursuing  modernisation  programmes  for  older  council  houses.

In  an  effort  to  win  public  support  for  action  under  the  19^9  Act, 
and  also  to  inform  house  owners  of  the  enhanced  grant  provisions  for 
private  house  improvements,  an  exhibition  was  staged  for  most  of  the 
Housing  Authorities  for  one  week  in  November,  in  the  Town  Hall,  Alloa. 
Speakers  were  provided  by  the  Scottish  Development  Department,  who  also 
provided  invaluable  help  and  support  in  this  and  other  directions. 

The  exhibition  was  reasonably  well  supported  and  seemed  to  be 
appreciated  by  the  general  public. 

There  was,  however,  one  unhappier  note  in  relation  to  Alloa  Burgh. 
For  some  time,  a close  watch  had  been  kept  on  the  Bowhouse  area  of  the 
town,  where  some  ninety  bouses  were  Hying  empty  and  boarded  up. 
Conditions/ 
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Conditions  generally  in  the  area  continued  to  deteriorate  with  back 
areas  being  littered  with  all  sorts  of  rubbish,  choked- drains,  and 
armies  of  stray  dogs,  together  with  evidence  of  vermin,  and  it  was 
therefore  necessary  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Town  Council  to  the 
generally  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  area,  with  a warning  that 
positive  action  would  be  required  quickly,  to  prevent  the  area 
deteriorating  even  further. 

This  was  most  disappointing  to  the  Town  Council,  who  had  underway 
a scheme  for  the  modernisation  of  some  of  the  houses,  but  they  acted 
on  the  report  with  expedition,  and  a public  meeting  was  arranged  with 
tenants  in  the  Bowhouse  area,  which  received  a fair  response,  and  the 
opportunity  was  taken  to  let  tenants  give  their  points  of  view  on  the 
reasons  for  conditions  in  the  area,  and  how  they  thought  they  could  be 
improved . 

The  outcome  of  the  dialogue  was  that  the  Scottish  Development 
Department  showed  much  interest  in  the  area  - symptomatic 
unfortunately  of  a number  in  Scotland  - and  they  suggested  having 
a feasability  study  of  the  area  on  all  aspects  of  the  problem,  from 
the  social,  educational,  environmental  and  housing  points  of  view. 

The  result  of  this  study  and  its  recommendations  are  awaited  with 
interest,  as  they  could  well  lay  down  guide  lines  to  improve  conditions 
in  other  such  areas  in  the  future. 


One  application  was  received  for  a qualification  certificate,  and 
was  refused  on  a variety  of  grounds.  There  was  no  appeal  against  the 
Landward  Committee’s  decision. 


Details  of  grants  given  by  the  respective  housing  authorities  are 
given  under.  It  is  expected  that  the  enhanced  grants,  coupled  with 
the  local  housing  exhibition  will  show  an  increase  in  the  figures  in 
the  forthcoming  year.

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The  Bowhouse  Drainage  Joint  Committee  is  responsible  through  their 
Engineer,  Mr.  J.T.  Email,  for  drainage  generally  in  the  whole  of  Alloa, 
and  for  a substantial  part  of  the  Landward  area.  The  service  operated 
well  during  the  year,  and  there  were  no  serious  complaints.  Regular 
maintenance  to  clear  choked  sewers,  emptying  of  gullies  and  cleaning  out 
of  septic  tanks  was  again  carried  out. 

Work  started  on  the  first  stage  of  the  sewage  purification  plant  at 
Forthbank,  which  will  serve  the  town  of  Alloa  and  the  Landward  districts 
of  Clackmannan,  Tullibody,  Menstrie  and  Sauchie. 

In  Alva,  consideration  was  being  given  to  secondary  treatment  at 
their  works;  Dollar  Town  Council  were  still  considering  a new  works,  but 
the  joint  scheme  for  Tillicoultry,  Coalsnaughton  and  Devonside  was  still 
static,  awaiting  the  outcome  of  site  negotiations. 

In  those  areas  of  the  county  not  served  by  the  Bowhouse  Drainage 
Joint  Committee,  twenty  one  choked  or  defective  sewers  were  dealt  with. 

In  addition,  the  septic  tanks  at  the  villages  of  Lower  Mains,  Dollar, 
and  Fores tmill  were  cleaned  out  and  sewage  ditches  maintained. 


ATMOSPIERIC  POLLUTION. 

Despite  strikes  and  other  industrial  troubles,  it  was  not  found 
necessary  to  apply  for  a suspension  of  either  of  the  smoke  control  areas 
in  operation  in  the  County.  The  position  in  relation  to  solid  smokeless 
fuel  was  difficult  but  not  impossible,  and  regular  consultations  were  had 
with  local  fuel  suppliers. 

Regular  observations  were  made  of  household  chimneys  during  the 
period,  and  it  was  clear  that  the  majority  of  householders  were  complying 
with  the  conditions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act.  Warning  letters,  however,  had 
to  be  sent  to  twenty  three  persons  who  were  apparently  infringing  the 
regulations. 

One  pleasing  note  was  that  following  meetings  with  the  several  local 
authorities  in  the  area,  it  was  agreed  in  principle  that  the  whole  county 
should  be  smoke  free  by  1976  at  the  latest,  and  a phased  programme  for  each 
authority  was  prepared,  starting  with  Menstrie  in  the  Landv\/ard  area,  and 
a No.  2 area  in  Alloa,  to  embrace  the  Ashley  Terrace,  Tullibody  Road  etc., 
area  of  the  town.  In  addition,  Tillicoultry  Town  Council  expressed 
interest  in  the  whole  town  becoming  a smoke  control  area,  and  it  was  hoped 
to  carry  out  a survey  to  this  end  in  1972. 

Conditions  in  relation  to  industrial  premises  were  generally 
satisfactory,  and  close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  Chemical 
Inspectorate  of  the  Scottish  Development  Department,  and  the  assistance 
of  their  Area  Officer,  Mr.  R.  R.  Pride  was  much  appreciated.

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OFFICES.  SHOPS  and  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT. 

Three  hundred  and  fifty  five  premises  were  registorod  under  the 
above  Act,  and  regular  inspections  of  enforcement  were  made,  totalling 
one  hundred  and  sixty  eight  visits.  This  figure  is  however,  somewhat 
misleading,  in  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  kept  in  mind  by  the 
staff  when  carrying  out  other  inspections. 

No  serious  contraventions  of  the  Act  were  noted,  but  it  was 
necessary  to  remind  the  need  for  the  maintenance  of  heating  standards 
and  first  aid  boxes  etc. 

Only  one  accident  of  a non  serious  nature  was  reported  and  after 
investigation,  it  was  found  that  no  further  action  was  necessary. 

Details  of  premises  visited  etc.,  are  given  in  the  table  which 
follows .

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DISINFESTATION, 


There  was  an  increase  from  seventy  seven  to  ninety  one  visits  paid 
in  this  connection.  In  the  main,  the  infestutluna  had  no  public  health 
significance,  but  were  rather  more  of  the  nuisance  variety,  e.  g. , ants, 
spiders,  slugs  etc.  The  staff  of  the  Department  undertook  most  of  the 
work  of  disinfestation,  but  in  some  cases,  it  was  necessary  to  refer  the 
complainant  to  a firm  of  specialists. 

Once  again,  the  Department  was  indebted  to  the  West  of  Scotland 
College  of  Agriculture  for  their  ready  help  in  examining  and  reporting 
on  specimens  sent  to  them  for  examination. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT. 


Four  complaints  from  residents  in  the  Landward  area  and  one  from 
Dollar  were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  the  complaints 
related  to  noise  from  a new  effluent  drying  plant  at  a local  distillery. 
After  discussions  with  the  management,  it  was  agreed  to  seek  the  help  of 
outside  consultants  in  an  effort  to  improve  conditions  which  it  was  felt, 
while  not  unacceptable,  could  be  made  better.  This  study  was  being 
undertaken  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  complaint  from  Dollar  was  in  relation  to  a grain  drying  machine 
and  was  speedily  resolved. 


CARAVAN  SITES. 

Two  sites  were  in  use  during  the  year  - one  at  Tullibody  as  a 
residential  site,  the  other  at  Dollar,  as  a holiday  site.  Both  were 
well  managed  and  provided  with  suitable  facilities,  and  were  the  subject 
of  regular  inspections. 

Some  difficulty  was  encountered  with  so  called  "public  works 
contractors"  who  parked  caravans  etc.,  from  time  to  time  on  various 
disused  areas  of  ground.  They  caused  a great  deal  of  time  and  effort 
to  be  spent  by  the  Police  -and  the  Department  in  ensuring  that  they  did 
not  stay  too  long  on  these  sites. 

No  great  trouble  was  experienced  in  relation  to  "travelling  people" 
and  co-operation  was  given  to  the  Scottish  Development  Department  in  a 
follow  up  survey  of  these  families. 


HEALTH  EDUCATION. 

Lectures,  film  shows  etc.,  were  given  to  a number  of  interested 
groups  during  the  year.  It  is  felt  however,  that  this  is  a subject 
which  has  not  been  fully  exploited  in  the  past,  and  a review  of  how  this 
could  be  made  more  effective  is  presently  underway. 

Schools,  however,  are  always  anxious  to  seek  further  assistance, 
and  it  was  therefore  a pleasure  once  again  to  assist  in  lectures,  visits, 
etc.,  for  pupils  taking  certificate  classes  in  Anatomy,  Physiology  and 
Health.  It  is  hoped  that  this  co-operation  can  be  extended  even  further. 
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FERTILISER  and  FEEDING  STUFFS  ACT. 

Six  samples  were  taken,  and  all  reported  genuine.

Details  of  the  premises  and  the  inspections  carried  out  are  given 
in  the  tables  overleaf.  No  serious  contraventions  of  the  ^ct  were 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department,  and  where  minor  defects  were 
reported,  they  were  quickly  remedied, by  the  management  responsible. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
close  contact  was  maintained  with  the  local  Factory  Inspector. 


RADIO  ACTIVE  SUBSTANCES. 


One  factory  was  registered  for  the  disposal  of  radio-active  waste, 
and  two  disposals  were  made  during  the  year.  This  waste  is  relatively 
harmless,  and  was  disposed  of  by  burying  at  an  approved  site.
